After the close of tho war o£ 1812 there came a per- 


iod in our national affairs known in history as "the era 
of good reeling."

THE CO3IE-BACK OP SKATER. 


The advance in the price of silver bullion to a point 


where the silver dollar possesses a value substantially 
equal to that of gold has had an effect in countries on a 
silver basis that has 
relieved them of some of the 


troubles that have beset nations on a gold standard. 


While prices the world over have advanced until 


they have doubled, approximately, the silver in the 
coinage of such countries as India, China and Mexico 
has kept pace with the advance, so that in the markets 
of the world the silver dollar retains substantially the 
same purchasing power because, In our point of view, 
silver has gone upward in price, though a Hindoo or 
Chinaman might express just- the opposite idea and say 
gold has gone down. 


By this movement of silver, countries on a silver 


basis should be able to prortt enormously, since it has 
been but recently that the dollar that now almost 
exactly balances a gold dollar in bullion value bought 
loss than half so much of goods value, measured by the 
gold standard. 


The situation also will have tho effect of enabling 


those countries to recoup some of the losses sustained 
by them -when their currency was depreciating- in the 
markets of the world. 


When ;ln the campaign of 1896 this nation voted 


against a silver basis the producers of silver felt that 
that metal had received a death blow. Their dream of 
a government market for their product at $1.29 an 
ounce waa shattered and It was believed that the white 
metal would not again roach the price that would main- 
tain It on a parity with gold at 16 to 1. 


That the war shouki give rise to an extraordinary, 


demand for silver to meet the payments for supplies in 
silver money countries is an instance of the effect of 
the whirligig of time in re-establishing that which was 
thought flown and out. 
Silver, being 
only a com- 


modity Jn the greater nations of the earth, may not long 
preserve its present eminence,-but it is at least a curi- 
ous fact that the loss enlightened countries should thus 
profit at the expense oC those nations that adopted the 
gold, standard because less subject to fluctuations and 
because silver was too cheap. 


SHSTRJSATING THE TREATY. 


Host well-intentioned folk, regardless of party, will 


hope that Senator Lodge really did not moan it when 
ho said that he "would carry the peace treaty into the 
1920 
campaign and make it a political issue. 


In the .first place, we do not want to let peace wait 


a year in order that it may be made the subject of a 
political combat.

Returning once 'in ore to the 'man 
with the megaphone, he, if conscien- 
tious though hoarse, will go on to say- 
that the heroic statue of Abe is the 
work of Daniel Chester French, the 
famous sculptor, who made the origi- 
nal of it only about five feet high. 
From this model the huge marble 
statue was made by the 
Piccirilli 


Brothers of New York. This is the 
most famous nrm of marble workers 
In America and it consists of six 
brothers, who are all themselves 
sculptors as well as stone cutters. 
This Is one of the largest jobs they 
ever tackled, and like everybody else 
who had a chance at the Un9oln 
memorial, they did themselves proud 


He will also mention, of course, 
that the building itself is the work of 
Henry Bacon, the famous architect 
Mr. Bacon states that the building is 
symbolical 
of the 
growth of 
the 
American 
republic since Lincoln's 


time, in that there are 36 columns 
which stand for the 3G states which 
made up the union in Lincoln's time, 
and 48 festoons above" the columns, 
which stand for the present aggrega- 
tion of states. 
Originally Mr. Bacoti 


planned to have 13 of something to 
symbolize the original 13 states, but 
this idea was abandoned. 
Aside from this beautiful numeri- 
cal symbolism and the visage of Lin- 
coln, there is nothing distinctively, 
American about the building:. 
It is | 


primarily Greek in design. It looks; 
like a cross between the Parthenon 
at Athens (juding by the picture 
postals thereof) and the temple of 
Solomon as described in the Bible. 
It 
Is unlike any 
other memorial 
which modern men have raised to 
their leaders. 
Instead, it is air im- 


itation of temples which the great 
pagans built to their gods. 
It is in- 


tended to express worship and rever- 
ence. 
It is to serve no utilitarian 


purpose whatever. There is nothing 
useful in the building- except a couple 
of lavatories.

I think if my memory serves mo 
right that it was in 1S77 that the 
Barnum show was the first one to 
leavo tho "wagons or rather the wagon 
shows and take 'to the railroads. And 
this was all new to the railroad men, 
as well as tho show people. 
When 
tho Barrium show 
would 
contract 
with the St. Paul or Northwestern, 
the railroad officials would pick one 
of .their best crews to take charge of 
the circus as long as they were.'on 
their system. 
As the work was ail new to both 


officials and Barnum & Bailey, they 
were on tho lookout for a {rood man 
to take charge of their trains. They 
used to run In three sections. James 
Bailey had been watching a young

A large percentage of the

In its center an atmosphere of en- 
terprise. 
The proposed union station site 


would not only be a more conven- 
ient, more simple solution of the 
railroad station problem, but would 
give an opportunity for an attrac- 
tive entrance to Janesville, and 
by 
means of the open square would con- 
nect directly with West Milwaukee 
street, the main business thorough- 
fare of the city. This plaza, with its 
surrounding streets, would also fur- 
nish, a solution fro the problem of 
automobile parking space at the sta- 
tion, a subject that will continue to 
grow in importance in Janesville, as 
In other American cities. 
The second square which is here 


proposed, at Pleasant and Franklin 
streets, makes possible an attractive 
and adequate open space in the very 
center of the city, extending from 
the river to Frankjin street, and from 
Dodge to Pleasant streets. This op- 
en space, furthermore, affords an 
opportunity for an orderly and ap- 
propriate grouping of public build- 
ings. The parked area would open 
to the river and so join %rith the pro- 
posed Park system'. 


PropOHes Civic Gronp 


The post office is already located 


on this proposed srjuare, as is also 
one "of the 
down-town 
churches. 
These buildings would thus form the 
nucleus of the proposed group. With 
such a scheme at the center of the 
city, Janesville would .have the pos- 
slbilitv of developing one of^the most 
attractive down-town districts to be 
found in any city of its size in the 
country. 
Today the opportunity is 
an unusual one, but action must be 
taken promptly.
